TO EAST 
GERMANY 


Bonn, Oct. 14. 
Herr Jacob Kaiser, West Ger- 
man Minister for All-German 
Affairs, today called on the East 
German Goverment to open 
the borders between East and 
West Germany. 


If the Soviet Zone regime 
acted now, the West could drop 
its justified suspicion that the 
East wanted not elections but 
just a rostrum for Soviet pro- 
paganda, the Minister told a 
party rally here of East Zone 
Christian Democrats in exile. 
He is their chairman. 

He said that the West German 
Government had asked that the 
borders be apenrd io free traffic 
at least ‘three months before 


the all-German elections to en- 
able all parties freely to pre- 
pare for them. 


Herr Kaiser asked the 
German Premier, Dr Otto Grote- 
wohl, to support immediately 
the West German request for an 
international neutral commission 
to supervise the elections, 

Until now Dr Grotewohl’s 
action for the unification ‘of 
Germany seemed to be nothing 
but a manoeuvre, he sald. 

“We shall do everything in 
our power to out-manoeuvre 
him so that the true intentions 

of the Soviet Union will become 
lonown,” he added, 

He said 
request that West Germany 
Stop the megotiationy with the 
Western | Allies on German 
sovereignty and unification 
meant that Moscow wanted’ to 
direct West .Germany's foreign 
policy. 

The East Zone wanted to dis- 
cuss not an election order but 
the world order. “We cannot 
discuss the world order with 
puppets,” he said.

They are brought into the 
world by caesarian operations 
carried out under antiseptic 
conditions far more exacting 
than those demanded = for 
human surgery.

Mrs Wagar’s next bid, five spades, 
wos equivalent to bidding s:x hearts 
Her reason for bidding five spades 
on the way to six hearts was to sug- 
Rest the possibility of a grand slam. 

Crawford would have signed off 
at six hearts if he had atrendy did 
his full values. As lt happened. 
hewever, ha was perfectly willing 
tu encourage e grand sinm. so he 
Indicated that he hod a really good 
diamond sult,

hear. Her diamond holding was 
enough to fil! out a strong suit but 
would be a Hability if North had 
a weak suit. On henring about the 
diamonds she promptly bid the grand 
stam, 

There was very little to the play.

Since West had shown long clubs 
it seemed Jess likely that he would 
have all of the missing hearts, Mrs 
Wagar therefore began the trumps 
by leading the jack from her hand.
